j AST week we spoke about the danger 

of procrastination in the matter of | 
becoming a member of the Church...

Before you try to induce any non-Catho- 
lic to see a priest, invite him to visit any 
Catholic Church and there turn his mind 
and heart to God and to pray for light 
and guidance.

We believe that a sincere ex- 
planation of what the Catholic Church 
teaches concerning misunderstood and 
misinterpreted doctrines will help to- 
ward better understanding and more 
friendly attitudes among all persons 
concerned, Motivated by this belief we 
submit the following comment on the 
minister's letter: 

The St. Louis minister holds that all 
Christians of all Christian bodies, no 
matter how they may differ doctrinally 
among themselves, constitute the 
Church of Christ. 


What Is The Church Of Christ? 


He asks: “What is the Church of 
Christ?” “Is it the Roman Catholic 
Hierarchy or is it the Christian World?” 
“Is it an institution inflexible, an ob- 
| jective idol? Or is it a functioning 
| spiritual influence and power of Christ 
in the hearts of people?” 

Evidently the Church of Christ is the 
Church which He Himself instituted 19 
centuries ago. It is an institution, if by 
“institution” you mean an organized 


thing. But it is rather a “supernatural 
organism” composed of a physical struc- 
ture which St. Paul calls Christ’s 


“body.”’ The Church was built by Christ 


| during the three years of His public 


life, and into it He on Pentecost sent the 
Holy Spirit to be its Soul. Hence it is 
a supernatural organism designed to 
endure until the end of time, guided 
and protected from error by the Holy 
Spirit. It is the greatest work of God 
on earth and, therefore, cannot be re- 
formed by man. 

The Church is “inflexible” in the 
sense that it cannot discard truths or 
compromise with error. All God’s works | 
re inflexible as is nature itself. 

We have never thought of the Church | 
as an “idol.” Since the Holy Spirit | 
vivifies it and works through it, it must 
be a “spiritual influence.” 

The minister tells us that he is aware 


of the many truly Roman Catholic | 
|Christian hearts, but notes that “they 
‘are Christian hearts not because they 
are Roman Catholics, but because they 
would be Christian hearts whatever 
their church affiliation might be.” 

In all charity: we can say that the 
converse is also true. There are many 
Protestant Christian hearts, but they 
are not that because they are “Protest- 
ant.” They would likely be more 
i“Christian,” if they enjoyed the good

i'must be a succession of this original 
| Hierarchy , no matter by what name it 
| may be called. 

There is no such thing as the Catholie 
| Hierarchy in the sense that all the 
'Bishops must act unitedly. Except in 
| matters of faith and morals each Bishop 
supreme in his own diocese. A 
|Cardinal has no more jurisdiction than 
iany Bishop. His title is honorary. 

The existence of such a hierarchial 
|organization with its chief Bishop in 
/Rome is discussed as a fact by practic- 
ally all the Christian writers of the 
Primitive Church. We could fill this 
whole issue of the paper with quotations 
from them. 

Most intellectuals, including hun- 
dreds of learned ministers, became cone 
verts to the Catholic Church by study- 
ing the writings of the Fathers and 
Doctors of the Church who lived during 
the first five centuries. Among such 
converts were Cardinals Newman and 
Manning in England. The latter dis- 
covered, he said, that the Catholic 
Church today is, in all essential matters, 
identical with the Church in Apostolic 
times and the Church of the era of great 
Saints and millions of martyrs.

oa MANY of us the Pope is a man who lives in a far off 

place and about whom we think with great respect 
and admiration, but at the same time he is a little like a 
legend. We find it hard to appreciate his reality. We know 
he grants audiences to many people — non-Catholics as 
well as Catholics. But still we cannot help but wonder if he 
realy knows and worries about our problems. He has so 
many grave problems of his own. The encyclicals (or letters) 
which he issues for the guidance of Catholics all over the 
world are very learned and often difficult even for adults 
te understand. 

Yet if we think for a few minutes about Pope Pius XII, 
we find that he is not so far off, and that he actually knows 
quite a bit about the United States, because in 1936 when 
he was Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli he 
visited our country. Pope Pius XII is 
the first Pope to have flown in an air- 
plane — he did this when he was 
visiting the United States. He writes 
his speeches and encyclicals on a por- 
table typewriter not very different from the one I am using 
now, except that his is white. The telephone he uses is also 
white to match the cassock he wears. Pope Pius XII speaks 
English very well and when Americans and other English 
speaking people meet him in audiences he talks to them in 

lish. 


There is an interesting anecdote told about an audi- 
ence he granted to a group of Midshipmen from the United 
States Naval Academy who were on one of their summer 
cruises a few years ago. When the audience was about com- 
pleted the Midshipmen wanted to do something to show 
their appreciation.
